Can Build Plants in U. 8. 


“The Germans are building enor- 
mous electric plants to generate high 
frequency currents. The largest high 
frequency plant in America provides 
for 1,000 horsepower. The Germans 
are ‘building. plants to produce 70,060, 
These plants for oxtracting nitrates 
from the air can be put up anywhere. 
Omaha, for instance, can have a high 
frequency plant to seize the air nitrates 
for the farmers of Nebraska.

New York, March 17.—Thirty-two 
hundred members‘of the police depart- 
ment, detailed to prevent possible 
clashes between Irish Free State and

ican farms, mines, workshops, railways are pro- 


dueing for America. ' 
Four years after the great war and its sacrifices, 


laden as the nation is with a huge debt, our ship 


gathers headway, the sails are filling and drawing. 
What are the reasons for this prompt recovery? 
A doweh could be named, but there is one which 
must come home to us by force of contrast with 
Europe. We have had peace on this continent, 
and by. this we mean not merely military peace 


but political and economic peace. The territory of 


the United States has not been cut up like that of 
the disunited states of the European continent. 
New England is not fighting New York or Pennsyl- 
vania. The mines ef Pennsylvania supply coal 
without tariff for the mills of New England and 
New York. No customs barriers ruh anywhere 


within the national boundaries. Resources and 


commodities are exchanged freely and the needs 


of one region are filled by the resources of another. 


The production of all regions is availed of by all 
regions and the strength of the continent is at the 
command of all its people under the flag. 

In contrast. the situation of Europe explains 
itself. It is a situation which has always existed 
and which the war and the peace have made, for 
the time being at least, worse than at ahy time for 


teénturies. The map of Europe today was made 


with the sword. it represents ro economic rea- 
soning. Its internal divisions represent neither 
ecdnomic law nor even ethnic nor political logic. 


They represent force imposed, often in defiance of 


both. 

This was largely the case before the war. Eu- 
rope was divided into certain compartments created 
and supported not in the interest of all, not for 
the maximum production of wealth, not for co- 
operation and mutual welfare, but in the interest 
of certain dominant:powers. Take the former Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire. It was an artificial imposi- 
tion, which never produced harmony., It defied not 
only economic unification but race, religion, and 
political codrdination. And this was not a peculiar 
gituation. Each nationa)] entity—France, Germany, 
Italy, Scandinavia, Russia, Holland, Switzerland, 
Spain—erected on its borders economic barriers, 
and each maintained policies as to.use of their 
respective resources which choked and burdened 
production and exchange. 

But though the vast destruction of the war 
made it all the more important that unification, or 
at least some broad harmonizing, take place in or- 
der to raise Europe’s productive efficiency to the 
highest possible point of restoration, the peace. 
treaties continued the old system and in many 
cases Made conditiéns worse. The new map cured 
no evilé. It merely rearranged them. The system 
of exclusive use of resources and of economic bar-

There are such influences, There arp zealots 
who preach religious and. moralistic division and 
oppression. There are demagogues and*doctrinaires 
who are trying to array class &gainst class. There 
are shortcighted champions of local self-interest 
that would put up barriers and monopolize re- 
sources, These are the enemy within our gates, 
more to be feared than any foe that may batter 
upon them with hostile cannon. 

We believe the American people of this genera- 
tion, having been born’ to the blessings of peace | 
and prosperity, do not understand the foundations 
of our well-being. For that reason we are not alert 
to defend them. For that reason we are permitting 
& progressive degeneration of these foundations, 
which are the’ basic principles and institutions of 
American liberty. For that reason we shall lose 
them unless we wake to their danger and to their 


preservation.

UNITING LAKES! AND GULF. 

In connection with the tenth annua! foreign 
trade convention, to be held in New Orleans May 
2-4, that city is planning two features of interest 
and importance to the entire Mississippi valley.’ 
One is the opening of the industrial canal and 
innet harbor of New Orleans, and the other is a 
conference of Mississippi valley. delegates upon in-, 
creased woo of inland waterways and improvement 
of port facilities. 

Chicago can hardly fail to take a practical part 
in these meetings. New Orleans’ certainly is the 
logical gateway for all Mississippi valley com- 
merce to and from South America and for some 
other markets. The city has prepared itself to 
handie such commerce in its new inner harbor 


and the result is we-are in effect deprived of the 
copstitutional guaranty which declares that no 
one shall be denied the equal protection of the 
laws. The most conscientious attorney general 
cannot perform his whole duty, for none has 
means enough to enforce all the laws against all 
offenders. He must pick and choose, and if he is 
not singularly disinterested'he will pick and choose 
for political or personal reasons. 

The multiplication of laws is one of the gravest 
dangers encountered in our history, and, unhappily, 
it is a danger little regarded, either by legislators 
or laymen. On the contrary, there seems to be an 
increasing tendency to resort to lawmaking as 
sovereign remedy for all wrongs and all ills of 
life, from the deepest to the most trivial. En- 
croachments upon liberty of private judgment are 
feebly or not at all resisted, except by extremists 
and cranks, and there seems very little moral 
courage to withstand any hue and cry set up in 
the name of morality. 

It is futile to complain‘of nonenforcement of law 
while legislatures will pass almost any measure not 
vigorously resisted. The contfiry rule should be 
followed; that is, no Measure showld be enacted 
unless the legislature is confident it is the ex- 
pression of a general public demand, or unless the 
legislators are themselves convipced that it is re 
quired’ by the public good and can be effectively 
enforced. ;

For 
instance, Oliver Wendell Holmes has 
been dead a long time, yet when he was 
in his prime he tol@’ us what caused 
childbed fever. All we needed to do to 
put an end to childbed fever was to 
carry out 100 per cent perfect details 
based on the principles which he told us 
of. Yet childbed fever ranks toward the 
tep of causes of death in childbirth.

Syphilis and gonorrhea also rank high 
among the causes. 

Bright’s disease is right up at the top, 
as is poor medical and nursing service.

Especially is there improvement 
in the class of women between 15 and 198 
and 20 and 24. There was no improve- 
ment in the older groups. Women 35 
and over ran as much risk in thé second 
year as they did in the first.

Vapors 
and inhalations help some. But the disease 
“is self-limited and tends to spontaneous cure 
if the subject is protected against pneumonia. 
It is much less dangerous in a child 3 years 
olf than it is when the subject is a baby. 

2. Fleas have nits or eggs, but they are not 
glued to the dog’s hair. Probably they are 
in dusty rugs or other floor dirt. After you 
purify your dog he becomes repolluted by 
associating with other dogs or other animals 
and by sleeping in dirty places.

Delinquents ‘in Chicago

Washington, D. C., March 17.— 
[Special.]—Treasury officials are 
confident the income tax returns 
for the first quarter of 1923 will 

‘ exceed $435,000,000. A checking up 
and correcting of figures may bring 
the total to $450,000,000. The sur- 
prise over the showing made by 
strictly agricultural states in the 
early figures grows. Even the low- 
er figure is $100,000,000 above the 
collections for March, 1922. 


More than 40,000 residents of the 
Chicago internal revenue district, com- 
prised of the thirty northern counties 
of Illinois, are delinquent in scheduling 
their incomes and payment of their in- 
come. taxes, according to estimates 
made public at the federal building 
yesterday. 

Investigation of the delinquents will 
begin Monday under direction of Chief 
Revenue Agent E. E. Alden and his 
present staff, the members of which 
will report on as Many cases as pos- 
sible before April 17, when examina- 
tions will be held for 200 new agents 
who will be sworn in immediately upon 
qualifying and placed on the work.

Of course, if something‘con- 
trasting «is used for the collar and 
cuffs, it will be pretty to bind with 
that. A narrow strip of the material 
should be hemmed and set on the 
under side of the opening, fastening it 
to the right edge. It can be hemmed 
to the wrong side of the binding with- 
out letting the stitches come through 
to the right side. Then fasten to the 
left side with a couple of the smaller 
sized snaps. There is no beauty in 
having these slashed openings spread 
apart, showing the skin underneath. 

Pattern No. 1655 is for one of those 
enveloping aprons that the majority 
of women need sometimes. It is easy 
to make, easy to get into and out of, 
and should wash and iron easily, ali 
good points. 

The apron is cut in one piece and 
the back laps over the front at the 
sides and buttons there. Sateen, per- 
cale, or gingham will, any of them, 


‘ make up well, and the edges should be 


faced with shaped pieces. A single 
row of feather stitching or chain 
stitching outlining the neck and sides 
from top to bottom, would be pretty, 
and one could add a patch pocket if 
desired. A single initial or a mono- 
gram embroidered on the left side of 
the upper front would be most attrac- 
tive.

HREE musiciatis of judicial mienfsat in Orchestra hall last Monday night 
wrestling with the problem of picking the best performer in'three classes 
of young pianistic, vidlinistic, and lyric art. It is undoubted that Eric 
De Lamarter, Arthur Shattuck, and Frank H. Shaw reached their de 

cisions as the tesult of sympathetic knowledge, ripe experience, and earnest 
soul search for the truth. KH is equally probable that their decisions satisfied 
the adherents of only-.one participant in each class. 

If in that hotir my own sympathies went out to 
the judges, rather than the judged, it was because 
I, too, had been a Daniel come to,judgment only a 
few days before, and I knew something of their 
problems. These three were seitling the contest 
offered by the Society of Amerjean Musicians. I 
had journeyed down to the University of Ilinoils atf 
Urbana the week befare in the interests of a-similar 
eontest of the State Federation of Music Clubs to 
help pick the best young performers in a state-wide 
competition. 

I admit it is no happy lot for a young mt- 
sician to face a committee of judges picked with 
the idea that they!are impersonal and cold-blooded. 
You have only to shake the moist, cold, and still 
trembling hand of a contestant after the contest 
to know that the nerves of such a one have been 
drawn tense. But the judges have their problems,

the Auditorium. In the first place, all contestants of the same 


class are obliged to interpret the same program. 
This creates trouble at the start. Even professionals find they perform certain, 
works better than others, and the wise proféssiona! seeking prosperity ts likely 
to concentrate on his own specialty. It fs asking a good deal for students to 
have a bréadth of vision and ability greater than their elders. Then there are 
nerves, upsetting in the extreme, with no chance for the services of a stabilizing 
Coué. 
Also, there are the preferences of the Judges, not for persons In the contest 
but for ge tron in the performance. Some admire one things, others another; 

a smoothly flowing technique in one case, studious observance of the composer's 
directions in ther: I myself admit a liking for personality in the performer, 
not to the extent of taking obviously undue familiarites with a composition, 
but of making it seem alive. When I find such a performer, I am likely to think 
well of his future and to condone a not too gerious technical slip. 

* 


\Where Environment Counts. 

Most of all, there is the question of the contestant’s preparation, which 
usually means his teacher and his musical environment. In the Urbana con- 
tests my fellow judges and I heard many things impossible to approve, which, 
I am reasonably certain, were the contributions of teachers and not the endow- 
ment of gupiils. The contest was, as I have said, state-wide. As it happened, 
the winners were all Chicagoans, though we did not know this until] after the 
positions had been awarded. There is only one way to account for this, In 
Chicago, teachers and pupils hear more music, and consequently are in an 
: environment more suited to musical growth than in the sfnaller communities. 
The musica] soil of the large clty is richer. 

Arthur Bissell and Herbert Gould were my companions in judging the 
singers; Henry Purmort Eames and Director Frederic Stiven of the university 
musical school were co-judges for the pianists. There was no violin contest. 
We were informed that the Society of American Musicians contest: became 
teo strong a competitor in this class, and that the young violinists found it 
impossible to learn the Bruch G minor concerto for Monday’s contest and the

And more than one of the 
actors we shall see here wasdn that first performance. 

Their fame, in Russia, grew quickly and steadily. I have Mr. Gest’s word 
for it that for twenty-five years there has never been a vacant seat in their 
theater. The somber building in which they are housed is a shrine. 

Jealously they have clung to their fundamental dictum that realism is the 
all-important thing in the theater—that the actor must live his part. As faith- 
fully as possible they reproduce the actual conditions of human existence. The 
craft of makeup they have mastered as it has been mastered nowhere else. 
Iconoclasts at first, they have become.conservatives, remaining the same as 
things about them have changed. Impressichiam, caprepatoniann, all the other 
isms have passed them by 

Mostly, they have done Russian plays, but they have also staged Sophocleé, 
Shakespeare, Byron, Moliére, Ibsen, and Maeterlinck. With diverse material, 
their method has always been the same—the taking of infinite pains. Their 
scenery is massive, built to stay, extraordinarily difficult to move. They re- 
hearse incessantly, and demand plenty of time for the purpose. When they 
come to Chicago they will rehearse “ Tsar Fyodor” all day and all night, I am 
tolé, though they have played it for twenty-five years. 

Their organization is the complete antithesis of the “ star system * whereby 


our most notable performances almost invariably center about one or two pre- 


dominant artists. Stanisiavseky is their director, as he has been from the begin- 
ning, but no one of sixty-two members of the company assumes an importance 
above the others. They exchange r6les freely; leading parts are always played 
by different actors in succession. 

Not many of them are young; many are past 60. This is their first journey 
away from the continent of Europe. Only onee before have they left Russia 
Through revolutions and the great war, through the fall of the monarchy and

The play, in five episddes, advances Pasteur to his success with the early 
vaccines and thence to his first trial of the rabies serum.

Young Joseph Meister is 
brought ali the way from Alsace, after tle local doctors have given him up, 
following the attack of a vicious dog, and@ into his tender veins the first serum 
is injected. | 

The conflict which Pasteur faces here is his fear for the boy despite his 
faith in himself’ is good drama/ and the overlay of sympathy, of course, is 
strong. The later episodes carry the gentle, earnest old man to the years of 
his decline in the south of France (where his favorite little joke is that he 
| practiced medicine without license, go0ing so far on one occasion as to give 
“a man bicarbonate of soda for a stomach ache) to his last appearance !n public, 
when all the world of science met in the Sorbonne and the president of France 
led him in to receive its acclaim. 

The Miller performance is splendidly simple and yet as carefully detailed 
in the matter of the vigorous defiance of the*young man, in contrast with the 
shuffling walk, the heavy heart, and tired eyes of the old man, as that of any 
foreign star. And he rightly is being generously praised for it.

A Pioneer Passes Out. 


The death last week ©f Mrs. William 
Blair took from Chicago not only a 
lovely and unusual personality, but al- 
most the last representative of that 
remarkable generation that flourished 
here before the fire of 1871. Chicago 


was then known as “the garden city” 


because of its roomy houses, set in 
blessoming grounds, and its tree 
shaded ‘streets. The people who lived 
here at that time worked hard and 
had high ideals and f luxuries. 
There wae no foretaste of the material 
prosperity which now promises or 
threatens our culture and spirituality. 
rs. Blair came here a bride in 1853. 
At that time Lake street was the only 
paved street in the “loop,” and that 
only with planks. The Blairs’ first 
homé was in Wabash ayvehue, where 
Stevens’ t shop now is. 
Their neighbors were the Rutters, the 
Stephen Galés, Judge and Mrs. Mark 
Skinner, and J. H. Dunham. * Mr. anc 
Mrs. @lair felt that they were moving 
to the country when after a few years 
they madé a new home on the site 
now occupied by the Congress hotel. 

Mrs; Blair was a link with a still 
remoter era, because in her youth she 
knew and talked with a sailor who 
had served on the ship which carried 
Napoleon Bonaparte to St. Helena, and 
he described to her the “great em- 
peror sitting immovable on the deck 
for hours every day, with his elbows 
on his knées and head resting on his 
hands," to quote from an account writ- 
ten by Mrs. Blair herself. 

It is with regret that we record the 
inevitable passing of those who have 
so jong been a part of Chicago and 
its life.

gible quantity. Yet the meteor finds 
it an insuperable otstacle, whose fric- 
tion is great enough to melt a flying 
mass to vapor. The question does not 
involve density of air so much as speed 
of impact. 

A meteor is seldom going slower 
than twenty miles per second when it 
meets our air, and its velocity may be 
aa much as forty-four miles per sec- 
ond. When an object moving with this 
terrific velocity hits a molecule there is 
a little flash of fire. If the meteor were 
running at speeds we know on the 
ground, the heat from the impact of 
one molecule would have ample time 
to be radiated before the next one 
came. But at celestial speeds, the 
meteor traverses the foot or so of dis- 
tancé between molecules so rapidly 
that one flash succeeds another, and 
there is no time for much radiation. 
The temperature of the meteor’s face 
rises, therefore, until it is hot enough 
to set the flying stone on fire. 

Dark. stars also travel with great 
speeds. A sun moves faster as it grows 
older, until when it is cold and dead 
it rushes through space a huge, grim, 
somber specter, blacker than the inky 
sky all around. 

The swarms of partivles in a dark 
nebula are not necessarily near to- 
gether. They may be miles apart. 
The internal gravity of such a cloud 
appears to be inadequate to bring 
such a mades.into condensation. When 
the dark star strikes it behaves ex- 
actly like a meteor in the earth’s air, 
except that it does not appear to trail 
out so far, but fairly explodes all at

WHAT “ BLACK CELTS” ARE. 
Alpines of France and Ger- 
many are sometimes called 
“Black Celts.” In reality there 
is nothing Celtic about them; in 
fact, it would be difficult for men to be 
more different from true Celts and 
still be Caucasian.

Historians describe this rdte in Roman 
times as being men of huge stature, 
with tawny red hair.

It was 
difficult to get people to go to one. Well, 
my father "—he paused a shade there and 
I'll swear I thought he was going to add 
“and my brother's father,” for always he 
made me feel that two men were talking to 
me—*“ my father did a great deal to dispel 
that prejudice. And out of his determina- 
tion to do it was born the ideal that we 
like to think we are living up to in honor 
of him and of medicine.

treated as the sick rich man and the sick 
pauper. In many a hospital, you know, or 
maybe you don't, it’s the sick middle man 
who, in proportion to his means, beats the 
heavy burden. The millionaire doesn’t bear 
it because for him it is not a burden, and 
for the pauper there is no burden at all. 
The purpose of the clinic here is not to 
take sick folks’ money, but to take care of 
sick folks. But not to pauperize them! 
We haven't a charity bed—not one. We 
don’t put a mark on a man. If he does 
happen to be needy he doesn’t leave here 
with that thought burned into him. He 
leaves here with a new angle. We don't 
want philanthropy. We never had a dollar 
given us. This whole institution rests on 
mankind’s sense of moral obligation, and at 
the same time it functions along the limes 
of sane, fair business administration. That 
is why I am going into these details. I be- 
lieve the same kind of proposition can be 
made to function in the .ame way else- 
where, that is to say, not foster paupers, but 


ut the same time benefit euffering people. 
Every fact in the history of the institution 
bears out my faith in its ideal of service. To 
deny ita material success—its prosperity— 


would be to talk cant, and yet 30 per cent of — 


the folks who come here pay nothing.”

is made to pay—and pay. It was this: 

“We never think of putting in a pre- 
posterous bill. And m the case of every bill 
that is over $1,000, every dcllar above the 
thousand goes into a geperal philanthropic 
fund. That is to say, if a bill is $2,000, then 
$1,000 of it goes to the clinic—never more; 
the rest of it to general philanthropy. 

“We never took a note. We never per- 
mitted a man to mortgage his stuff. We 
never charged more than he ought to be 
able to pay comfortably in a year, and un- 
der no condition: must a man’s bill exceed 
10 per cent of his annual mcome, no matter 
how long he is here. That’s the maxnaum, 
and it, I ehould add, does not mean that, if 
a man’s income were $100,000 a year, we 
would send him a bill for $10,000. That 
would be what we call a preposterous bill.”
